THE GOVERNMENT IN EARNEST. 


Ottawa Correspondence of the Mont, Gasttie, 
Orrawa, March 26, 1859. 

T have just had the pleasure of looking 
at the ground plans of the Parliament 
Guildings and Governor's Residence, but 
had not time to take measurements, 

The Parliament buildings are to be er- 
ooted on what are called the Ottawa 
Heights or Government Hill, which is seen 
as you descend the Ottawa, rising from the 
water alinost a perpondicular rock, seem- 
ingly to the spectator in the very centre of 
the river. 

On this the Legislative Malls will stand, 
surrounded by a wall, forming nenrly a 
square, Leaving Wellington etreet, I think 
nearly opposite the theatre, a new strapt 
runs to the square, Entering this the pub- 
lie departments are on the either side, shlow- 
ing » frontnge of about 600 feet. As you 
jenter this gateway (here is a fountam in 
the contre, forming a lake or poud, of an 
elliptic form, and on the Enst side of tho 
pond, in front of the main building, are two 
ainaller fountains, The buildings are an 
joblong, the library being in the rear of the 
building. 

There is a rond round tho base of the 
wall.

Our readers will remem- 
ber the decision given by the Court of Queen's 
Bench Jast Tertn in the notorious Mercer case 
—othenwise known as the Norfolk Shricvalty 
sale, Tho Judg rm unanimously de- 
elared the bargain and sale of offices to be il- 
legal and utéerly void, and that the party so 
purchasing was guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
beeame incompetent thereby to hold the same 
or any other office of trust or emolument un- 
der the Crown thereafter, 
But Mr. Mercer is a political servant of the 
Government, and interests must be ad- 
vanced, even at the expense of law, His ap- 
pointment to oflice under the bargain and sale 
is declared void, and he is liable to be pun- 
ished, But whatdoes this signify? Mr. Mer- 
cer becomes an applicant again for the self 
same office from which he has just been igno: 
miniously expelled, The Government are 
anxious to give him the appointment, but the 
law stands in the way, and says he shall not 
be re-appointed. \Vhatis to be done? The 
Ministry secure the services of Mr, Simpson, 
their obsequious servant from the rotten bo- 
vough of Niagara, to introduce a Bill to re- 
lieve Mr, Mereer from his legal disabilities, 
and Mr, Cartier and his colleagues last Sat- 
urday endeavored to force the measure thro 
the House, even in the absence af the intro- 
ducer! A more sorry or dixgraceful specta- 
cle was, wo venture to say, never presented 
by the Ministry of this or any other country: 
Fortunately the Act under which Mr. Mer- 
cer was tried bas force in Canada only by the 
enactment of the Imperial Parliament. It ap- 
pears to us that the Canadian Legislature is 
rather transcending its powers when it at- 
tempts to repeal an simperial Statute, or to 
abate the force of its operation, 1éthis view 
be correct, the country may be saved the

ney. Tn refusing, the money which belongs 
ti thom, only goes to support other Institue 
tiony, to many Of which they are conse 
tiouny opposed. The grant to the Belleville 
Sem nary we look upon as a right belonging 
to 40 Church, and not as a fuvor coming 
froma benignant Government. This appears 
to us to be the plain English of the niatter, 

Tho Church, however, has chosen to take 
another view, and itis not our business to 
dictate to them what course to take. Having 
repudiated the grant, it was the plain duty of 
Government to withhold it, They can in no 
wise justify an opposite course. ‘Tho public 
cannot but view as enforcement of aid under 
such circumstances as politically corrupt, and 
done to subserve the private interests of a few 
political favorites. 

‘Lhe acceptance of nid by the Trustees has, 
we must confess, conipromised the dignity 
and integrity of the Chur h, This is, how- 
ever, a mattyr for themselves and not the pub- 
lic to settle, The personal obligations and 
necessities of the Trustees, however, go far to 
palliate their conduct on this occasion. Few 
men whose property was threatened with an 
Execution would have acted differently. The 
Western members who have taken such uin- 
brage at the act, should have “come down 
with the dust,” and relieved the préssing in- 
debtedness of the Trustees, before making 
such a noise about violation of principle and 
good faith.

The following juditions remarks from the 
Perth Courier iro deserving the attention

It has Jong been the practice of farmers 
either to sell to the butcher, or slaughter 
hundreds, yea, thousands of sheep, during 
tho fall and winter, because they thus avail 
themselves of some’ rendy money,'and also 
for the reason that they keém to have little 


alone, as a paying business; Ly means of 
this wholesale sluugliter, the stock of sheep 
throighout the wliole country las been 
kept comparatively smal), and wool grow- 
ing, except at some intervals of unusual ex: 
citement, hasbeen in a labguishing condi- 
tion,” In’our opinion, vo'stock kept upon 
tlio farm, unless we except cows in’ tlie 
diiry districts, pays as well for the alnount 
invested and the exp. nse of keeping, as a 
food flock of sheep. | “Prae, wool is often 
low and slowof sale, but at the low rates, 


If we 


and rst have nearly destroyed the wheat 
erop, to turn their attention fo,sheep in 
part, we shall, according to our view of the 
subject, be instrumental jn promoting their 
interests.” One’ reson “why “farmers are 
averse té wlol-growing, is the difficulty of 
making, satisfactory sales, a5 buyers are al- 
ways ready to. decry the article when the 
clip first ‘comes to, market, and’ quite as 
willing to hold'it' for # rise after they Nave 
succeeded in getting it into their own 
hands. We do not now propose to. offer 
any suggestion to remedy the dilliculty, 
only to express tle dpinion that those “far- 


quite as well afford to bold it as those who 
{ten borrow money to purchase for that 
ject. | Ibis not our purpose to discuss the 
relative value. of coatsé oF fine wool sheep, 
or the superior quality of any breed of 
either class. We are free to say, however, 
aside from the consideration of wool grow- 
ing,-as a secondary object, that we think 
farmers “near the ¢itiés and populons 
villages will find it profitable to raise slieep 
and lambs for the butcher. Very few un- 
derstand the proper method of raising mut 
ton, as the great mass of sheep killed and 
sold at market are only in fic conditinn for 
wintering, Feeding is as essential to the 
production of “good mutton chop,” as to 
the-furnishing of superior “sirloin steak,” 
vith the differedce {hat sheep can be fat- 
tened, and well fattened too, at much com- 
parative Jess loss than the beeves.. For fate 
tening. purposes; the large beddol, coarse- 
wooled’ sheep, a8 the Suuth Downs, and 
their’ grades, with others of similar charac 
ter, re preferable. We hope to induce 
farmers to an investigation of the subject, 
which they hayo ample time to do, More 
correct notions of the propriety and profit 
of sheep-raising and wool-growing are need~ 
ed—not for speculative purposes, but that 
thos who would enter that field may do so 
with A better understanding of tle subject. 
So iilso of fatteniiig sheep. It is little un- 
derstood, snd practised less, except ina 
few instances, In summer they are easily 
kept in pastiire, growing and fattening, to 
a certain extent, very cheaply. ‘In the falt 
and during winter, they may be kept with 
good bay, turnips, barley, corn moal, with 
tho addition of a little oil cake, occasional- 
ly, atid be ready for market at any time 
duridg the latter part of winter or early 
spring.
